Marina will quarter 
1,000 or more boats 


One of the largest marinas in 
Britfsh Columbia costing 
about one and one-half million 
dollars and providing berths 
for about 1,000 boats, will be 
built at Saanichton Bay. 

Site preparation will start in 
July and the marina is ex¬ 
pected to be in operation by 
the spring of 1975. 

The Central Saanich project 
is the joint venture of Oak Bay 
Marina and contractor 
George Wheaton, who owns 
the 25 acres on which the 
marina will be located. 

The company of Saanichton 
Marina Ltd. has been formed 
to build and operate the 
marina. 

It will be the first marina in 
B.C. to provide a sewage 
disposal system for boats 
although nobody will be 
permitted to live aboard boats 
in the yacht basin. 

Central Saanich’s sub¬ 
division and zoning committee 
has given unanimous ap¬ 
proval of the marina plans in 
principle, and this is expected 
to be endorsed by council at its 
next meeting. 

The marina will be built in 
four phases, providing 42,000 
lineal feet of moorage space 
when the last phase is com¬ 
pleted. 

Oak Bay Marina president 
Bob Wright estimates this will 
be some time in 1977. 

Wright said entrance to the 
marina will probably be off 
Ferguson Road, adding this 
and other details will be 
worked out with Central 
Saanich before the final 
decision is made. 

An initial proposal for the 
marina was discussed with 
Central Saanich’s zoning 
committee as early as mid- 
’73. Wright said this proposal 
was "modified significantly’’ 
to conform with recom¬ 
mendations in a 40-page en¬ 
vironmental study, made by 
marine biologist Dr. Jack 
Littlepage of the University of 
Victoria. 


In his report, Littlepage said 
the proposed 1,175-foot dog-leg 
breakwater because of its 
shape, would help water flow 
around the seaward end and 
maintain circulation in the 
bay. Littlepage also said 
"considerable tidal flow can 
also be expected to continue 
down Cordova Spit and into 
the bay”. 

Wright said a concern for 
esthetics ashore is behind the 
decision to restrict building to 
a one-storey 2,000 square-foot 


administration structure 
which will blend into the 
surrounding area. 

There will be none of the 
usual features seen in large 
marinas, such as a 
restaurant, boat yard or retail 
sales outlets. 

In addition, the company has 
undertaken that there will be 
no boat houses,, sheds or other 
type of boat covers permitted. 

Central Saanich Aid. 
Zachary Hamilton says he has 
heard nothing but praise for 


the planning of the marina 
and the extensive studies to 
ensure the environment is 
protected. 

"They have done a won¬ 
derful job,” he said, “I’m 
very, very impressed. I give 
them full marks.” 

Hamilton said the marina 
installation would also help 
Central Saanich extend its 
sewer system into the area 
without putting additional tax 
levies on residents. 


Vancouver Island this 
winter came close to being cut 
off from supplies of heating 
and industrial fuel oil, says 
the new leader of the oil in¬ 
dustry in B.C., but the public 
never realized it. 

"The island is at the mercy 
of offshore or Alberta supplies 
as long as it Is tied to a fuel oil 
economy,” said Clem W. 
Dumett of Union Oil Ltd., 
Calgary. 

Dumett was here for the 
Canadian Petroleum 
Association's B.C. division 
annual meeting, which elected 
him chairman for 1974-75. 

Half the crude oil relined in 
B.C. comes from Alberta and 
the province also relies on 
refined products from the U.S. 
or abroad, he said. 

A natural gas pipeline to 
Vancouver Island would solve 
this situation, Dumett 
claimed, provided govern¬ 
ment policies gave sufficient 
incentives for exploration and 
development. 

"If you want to supply 
Vancouver Island, you can’t 
do it under today’s cir¬ 
cumstances without cutting 
off export commitments or 
buying gas from Alberta,” 
Dumett warned. 

While there is dependence 
on offshore fuel sources, there 
is always the threat of in¬ 
ternational market pressure 
or unilateral decisions to 
interrupt the B.C. supply. 

The best answer to that is to 
supply the island with 
Canadian natural gas, "and I 
don’t think you care whether it 
costs $2 or $4 a month more,” 
as long as supply is assured, 
Dumett said. 

"And the best way to 
develop B.C. gas is to be 
competitive with Alberta for 
exploration dollars,” he ad¬ 
ded. 

Alberta regulations provide 
the producer with more 
money at the wellhead, he 
pointed out. 

The price increases 


negotiated between the oil 
industry and the B.C. 
Petroleum Corp. will be 
helpful over the six years 
outlined, "and we can live 
with them,” Dumett said. 

But "it means Alberta will 
be a much more attractive 


place than B.C.” for in¬ 
vestment of exploration 
dollars, he said 
William Hope-Ross, 
outgoing chairman, noted 
"lower than average return to 
the producer” in B.C., a fetter 
on exploration efforts. 
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Low gas prices during 1973 
combined with economic 
uncertainty resulted in 25 per 
cent fewer wells drilled, he 
said, and industry investment 
in B.C. fell to $100 million, 
compared with $168 million in 
1972. 


Hydro chief eyes tunnel 
for gas, power lines 


Thechairmanof B.C. Hydro 
has suggested a tunnel under 
Seymour Narrows, north of 
Campbell River, may be 
feasible to carry power lines 
and gas pipelines to Van¬ 
couver Island. 

David Cass-Beggs, in a 
speech to the Vancouver 
Electric Club, said the power 
authority is already con¬ 
sidering punching tunnels 
through mountains to avoid 
stringing vulnerable power 
lines over exposed peaks. 


"Tunnels would give us the 
means to move from valley to 
valley without having to cross 
mountain tops,” he said. 

Cost of tunnelling may be 
lowered to a,point where it is 
practical to deliver gas and 
electricity to the island from 
the mainland via such a route. 

Cass-Beggs also said B.C. 
may in future look to direct 
current transmission rather 
than high voltage alternating 
current lines. 

Main transmission corridor 


in the province now is the 
500,000-volt AC connection 
between the W.A.C Bennett 
Dam on the Peace River and 
the Lower Mainland. 

If the transmission system 
from the Peace was re¬ 
organized as a DC route, its 
capacity could be quadrupled 
without adding more lines, he 
said. 

But DC systems cannot be 
easily tapped at points along 
the route.

Rebates by cheque 


Auto insurance rebates will 
be paid by cheque after all. 

Rules under which rebates 
will be paid were made public 
Friday and they are different 
from those announced earlier 
by the Insurance corporation 
of B.C. 

Originally, ICBC said 
rebates would only be given as 
credits on next year’s in¬ 
surance. 

Eligible for rebates are 
motorists who paid less for 
insurance during any 12- 
month period between Aug. 1. 


1972. and March 1. 1974. 

Applications must be made 
on a form which should be 
available after mid-March at 
motor vehicle branch offices. 
To be eligible, motorists must 
prove their old premiums for 
similar coverage were less 
than the Autoplan rate plus 
$ 10 . 

Applicants are advised they 
may have to wait as long as 
three or four months for a 
refund and there is no 
provision for payment of 
interest. 


Briefly, this is how the 
system works: 

Following an accident, the 
driver brings his car (or has it 
towed) to the claims centre. 
First he sees the dispatcher, 
who chooses one of 20 ad¬ 
justers to survey the damage, 
get the details of the accident 
and fill out the claim forms. 
An appraiser—one of four at 
the Victoria centre—then 
writes out an estimate of 
repair costs. 

That’s all there is to it, and 
the whole process shouldn't 
take any more than a half- 
hour at the most 

If, at the body shop, there is 
a dispute over the repair 
estimate or if "hidden 
damage” is found, the ap¬ 
praiser is called in and a 
revised estimate agreed on.

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A lady reader out Langford way writes that she will 
be crossing the country this summer to visit her grand¬ 
children, has decided to go by train for the first time and 
asks if I will explain about dining car service, tipping, 
sleeping car accommodation and the rest.

aluminum cubicle where the redcap left my bag, a 
gleaming slot which reminded me of the interior of a 12- 
cubic-foot deep freeze. 

The large picture window and a mirror of con¬ 
siderable size at one end gave an illusion of spaciousness, 
but 1 soon realized that these were merely humanitarian 
devices intended to minimize the incidence of screaming 
claustrophobia. 

The little room was divided in two by a box which 
contained the toilet and this was placed in such an un- 
strategic position that it was impossible to sit down in the 
roomette without folding the legs under the body in the 
manner of yogi practitioners. 

I sat this way for a while, speculating on where they 
kept the bed, and finally, stepping over the toilet, pressed 
an aluminum button.

Damage in blaze topped $1 million 

Firerazes 
food store 
at Duncan 


DUNCAN Investigation is 
continuing this week into a 
fire which razed Duncan's K & 
R Food Market Thursday in 
what oldtimers described as 
Duncan’s biggest blaze ever. 

Located at St. Julian and 
Coronation, the store had 
recently undergone a $100,000 
addition and contained some 
$400,000 worth of stock.

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Room for women among machines 


Ruff 
chips 
. at 
biases 


If any girl is barred at 
school from an industrial 
education course, Human 
Rights Director Kathleen Ruff 
wants to hear about it. 

Traditionally, girls have 
studied home economics while 
boys have studied IK. and 
some schools still insist on a 
continuation of the division. 

“Our society is a 
technological one and 
familiarity with machinery is 
a major requirement,” Ruff 
told the department of 
education in a recent letter. 

"Young women in my view 
have been railroaded into a 
wasteland whereby they are 
illiterate and impotent in our 
technological society. 

"This blatant gap in girls' 
education very enormously 
lessens‘the chances of them 
becoming economically in¬ 
dependent in their later 
careers ." 

The department agreed 
there is no statutory basis for 


the segregation ot boys and 
girls into specific courses, but 
refused to send a circular on 
the subject to school prin¬ 
cipals and teachers. 

"The excuse is used," said 
ruff, in an interview, "that the 
shops were built with a view to 
having only one sex in them. 
For instance, they say that in 
the sewing class the girls try 
on the clothes they are sewing 
and they couldn't do this with 
boys in the class. 

"In my view this is simply 
rationalization. These so- 
called problems could be 
solved very easily if the 
schools wanted to change 
their ways." 

And, she says, if such an 
excuse were valid, then 
schools should put girls into 
IE and boys into home ec. 
classes, since these are the 
subjects they are unlikely to 
learn at home. 

Ruff promises to take up the 


cases of any girl excluded 
from an IE class because of 
her sex. or of a boy who is not 
allowed in a home economics 
class. 

This is just one of her pre¬ 
occupations as she heads into 
her second year as director of 
the human rights program in 
the province, with a promise 
that she will soon be backed 
by a budget, a staff, and a 
strong human rights code, 
which she predicts will make 
B.C. a leader in ending 
discrimination because of sex, 
marital status, life style, 
political belief, or criminal 
conviction. 

She's working on ways and 
means to get B.C. Hydro to 
hire more women bus drivers. 

They have hired one, and 
have promised to take on 
more qualified women, but 
one of the qualifications is a 
minimum height requirement 
of five foot seven inches. 
Anyone below that height, say 


company officials, will suffer 
fatigue and lack of vision 
because of the design of the 
bus seat. 

So Ruff has been in touch 
with the manufacturers, and 
they are working on 
elimination of the design 
problems. "Machines should 
fit people, not vice-versa.” she 
maintains. 

Hydro has also told her that 
women aren't hired because 
few women apply for the jobs, 
perhaps because of split 
shifts, or the work on routes in 
unsavory parts of the city 
after midnight on Friday and 
Saturday nights 

"1 wonder is this valid? Or 
do women not apply because 
of past conditioning which has 
informed them they wouldn't 
get the job anyway?" 

Perhaps part of the answer 
is for companies to follow the 
example of the Public Service 
Commission. 


All its advertisements state 
that jobs are open to men and 
women, and as a result the 
number of applications from 
qualified women in fields that 
were previously male 
preserves has increased 
tremendously. 

“For instance, we now have 
five women foresters, where 
previously we had none." 
noted Ruff. 

Dealing with 
rationalizations and excuses 
for discrimination has been a 
large part of her job in the 
past year. 

Several companies told her 
they would be willing to hire 
women but they lack 
washroom facilities. 

"1 now have a legal opinion 
that under the Factories Act 
they are bound to have 
separate washrooms even if 
they don’t have male and 
lemale employees, so that 
excuse won't work any more." 

Ruff has found most of her 


work has dealt with women's 
problems, although it has 
included an attempt to 
prevent the harassment of 
East Indians in Vancouver. 

"We have a committee to 
try to work out some of the 
problems, working through 
the schools and community 
organizations, since we 
weren't dealing with outright 
discrimination as much as 
social harassment." 

And the police department 
has taken on a man who 
speaks Punjabi. 

In the future, she is Imping 
to be able to deal with basic 
issues as much as with 
specific complaints. 

"We did this with the 
practical nurses who weren't 
getting the same pay as male 
orderlies doing the same 
work," says Ruff. 

In that case the matter was 
resolved through meetings 
between Health Minister 
Dennis Cocke and the union. 


and new pay scales were 
established for women, in¬ 
stead of the human rights 
department taking up a few 
specific cases without 
changing the principle 

The new B.C. Human Rights 
Commission will be travelling 
through the province and 
inviting briefs, and Ruff ex¬ 
pects this will show more 
areas where changes can be 
made. 

"Sometimes we hear about 
a case w here discrimination is 
suspected but cannot be 
proved on the basis of a single 

case. 

"However, if we have a 
large number of similar 
complaints, and we can look 
at the history and 
organization of a company or 
group, we might be able to see 
a pattern which could be 
changed. In this way we will 
deal with fundamental issues 
and widespread practices.”

The first federal grant of its 
kind — $200,000 from Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corp. 
— iias been authorized for 
Greater Victoria Activity 
Centre for the Handicapped to 
be built near Swan Lake by 
the end of next year. 

The contribution brings to 
$855,000 the amount pledged 
for the centre, which will 
cater to the needs of adult 
handicapped persons from 
southern Vancouver Island. 
About $1 million is required. 

The centre will be built in the 
Battin-Fielding complex, a 
residential project Vnr Vernon 
near Saanich municipal hall 
opened last year, and will 
contain social, educational, 
medical and vocational 
facilities. There will be 
workshops, physiotherapy 
facilities, classrooms and 
medical screening sections. 

Mrs. Gunning said she 
thought the voluntary sector 
would make up the additional 
financing required, but 
meanwhile working drawings 
will be ordered. 

The federal grant matches 
one pledged previously by the 
B.C. government and com¬ 
pares with $100,000 from 
municipalities, $100,000 from 
the community chest, $100,000 
from Mrs. Fielding and the 
Multiple Sclerosis Society, 
and $55,000 from Mrs. Mary 
Mountford. 


'Share' Highlands 

Residents of the Highlands 
have been asked to "share" 
their area with the 10,000 
people who are expected to 
move there by the year 2,001. 

"These people have to go to 
the hills to avoid destroying 
more agricultural land,’’ 

Capital Regional Board 
chairman Jim Campbell told a 
meeting of Highlands 
Ratepayers Association last 
week. 

Campbell was invited to 
speak to the meeting about the 
region’s land banking 
program which will see the 
acquisition of almost 4,000 
acres of land in the Highlands 
to house future residential 
developments. 

The region, he said, was 
studying the Highlands and 
making recommendations to 
the provincial government 
which buys the land banks 

"We have to plan,” Camp¬ 
bell said. 

‘‘We can’t allow 
(development) to happen just 
by chance.” 

Campbell explained, for the 
first time since the land bank 
program was revealed in 
early February, some of the 
details.

Clubhouse to school 


The Goldstream Hark 
clubhouse of Victoria Fish and 
Game Protective Association 
will be the site of a pilot 
project in outdoor education 
that starts March 15. 

More than 2,000 Greater 
Victoria School District Grade 
6 students will be using the 
clubhouse, and parkland 
around it, to study flora and 
fauna till the end of June. 


"This is an experimental 
program to determine what 
impact school groups will 
have on the park en¬ 
vironment," said Kerry Joy of 
the provincial parks hranch 

The parks branch has 
bought the clubhouse from the 
fish and game association but 
has agreed to let the 
association use it till the end of 


the year, with school groups 
using it during weekdays. 

The outdoor education 
program the students will 
study is a co-operative effort 
between the parks branch and 
school district. 

Joy said students will 
probably go on a walk through 
the park with the park 
naturalist in the morning, and 


in the afternoon study some 
specific aspect such as tidal 
pools. 

In- 1975 the clubhouse is 
expected to be remodelled and 
converted into a nature house 
staffed by parks branch 
employees. Joy said it will 
serve not only school groups 
but senior citizens’ groups, 
tourists and the community in 
general.

already completed 
negotiations for about 2,700 
acres of the projected 3,950 to 
be bought. 

The number of people the 
area is expected to house is 
11,000, Campbell said. He said 
he did not know where an 
earlier figure of 35,000 had 
come from. 


"We will have 15,000 people 
in there at the most." 

He assured Highlands 
residents there are no im¬ 
mediate plans for develop¬ 
ment of the land bank plans. 

"We work in long-range 
planning for the year 2,001. We 
hope to have a community 
plan for the area as soon as 


possible, but it will not be 
developed immediately." 

Campbell explained some of 
the reasons for choosing the 
Highlands as a land bank 
area: 

"Economics dictate what 
happens in land use. When 
people first move into an area 
like southern Vancouver 


But survey shows 
residents opposed 


A large majority of 
Highlands residents want the 
area to stay exactly as it is 
now, the results of a recent 
survey revealed. 

Most of the 1,000 residents 
surveyed said they like the 
country environment, low 
taxes and lack of regulations 
in the unorganized district. 

Residents also want the 
area to stay unorganized. The 
majority voted for the status 
quo rather than the alter¬ 
natives of joining with 
Langford and Colw^od to form 
a new municipality, joining 


with Saanich or seeking a 
separate organized status. 

The questionnaire was 
circulated throughout the 
district in January by 
Highlands Ratepayers 
Association. 

Results of the survey 
showed that 49 per cent of the 
residents thought the area 
should never be designated as 
a development area. Only 12 
per cent thought it could be 
developed after 20 years. 

The questionnaire asked 
residents how many people 
they thought should be 


allowed to live in the 
Highlands Forty-four per 
cent thought 5,000 should be 
the maximum population, 10 
per cent opted for 10,000, four 
per cent for 15,000 and only 
three per cent for 20,000. 

The majority of those asked 
said they would forego 
community services such as 
sewers, sidewalks and street 
lights in order to maintain 
their lower tax rate. 

Despite the strong showing 
for the status quo, 85 per cent 
of residents still felt there was 
a need for a definite com¬ 
munity plan.

Tom Smith is a guy who 
cares. 

Take the hundreds of times 
he has been called to the 
Victoria city jail by prisoners 
who say. in effect. ‘Tvtfbeen 
told to get in touch with you if I 
ever got into trouble because 
you're a right guy " 

Smith, head of Victoria 
police fraud squad since its 
founding in 1967, doesn't think 
there's anything special about 
that. 

"Often the only friend a 
hood has, the only one he can 
trust, is a policeman. I’ve 
never come across a 
policeman who has given a 
hood a bum steer. They don’t 
want to talk to their lawyer or 
probation officer 

"I've always treated them 
as individuals. I always gave 
them something to cling to. 
like an anchor. I've built quite 
a family.” 

But Tom is something 
special. For one thing, in¬ 
office birthday parties are 
rare in police stations but the 
whole Victoria detective 
division stopped Friday 
morning to honor Tom’s 60th. 


Island, the easiest kind of land 
to develop is always the best 
farm land because it’s easy to 
put roads through and easy to 
drain. 

"Then people develop flood 
plains and then go to less 
desirable farm land. 

"By this time, we are all 
having to import our food 
from California because we 
are living on the agricultural 
land.

"But we have to see some of 
the things we’ve chosen to do 
(in the past) in the interests of 
development and then look at 
the rights of some people to 
live here." 


For another. most 
policemen retiring at 60 will 
quit on their birthday but Tom 
is going to the end of March 
and. even then, he is down for 
court trials until mid-May, at 
least. 

The son of a Middlesex 
farmer, Thomas Henry Smith 
came to Canada on his own at 
17 in 1931 in "the spirit of 
adventure." In the 
Depression, he worked on a 
farm until 1935, then joined 
the RCMP and spent much of 
his five years with the Musical 
Ride and as an instructor. 

He joined the RCAF in 1940, 
serving as a long-range 
controller and instructor in 
Canada and overseas, flying 
coastal reconnaissance and 
air-sea rescue and becoming a 
Flying Officer. 

The air force brought him to 
Hat Bay in 1942 for a course 
and. like so many, he chose 
Victoria after the war, joining 
the police force July 22.

The squad was started 
because of an alarming in¬ 
crease in fraud cases, an 
increase that is still noted 
The reason- "the white-collar 
crook is getting more 
educated, using much more 
finesse. He has become aware 
of the legal loopholes " 

A key problem, says Smith, 
is that banks and stores must 
set aside money each year 
(each Canadian bank allows 
about $10 million annually) to 
cover losses or they wouldn't 
stay in business. And the 
public has to pay. 

Smith doesn't argue with 
the need for that and says 
banks are continually trying 
to eliminate criminal losses 
One idea is a computer and 
card system showing how 
much each customer can 
withdraw—“but no doubt 
there’ll be a way to beat 
that." 

There has been more 
counterfeit money in the last 
year than in the previous 20. 
says Smith. Banks and police 
need more personnel to 
combat this and other frauds. 

Another thing in this field- 
"if you took drugs and frauds 
out of the courtroom today 
there wouldn't be a lot left " 

Drug addicts and pushers 
should get stiff, no parole 
prison terms, says Smith, but

LONDON — After having his knuckles rapped in 
Britain’s protest election last week, Prime Minister 
Edward Heath found himself with problems at the 
weekend in trying to form a government. 

the support of the Liberals. 
Already Liberal leader 


Disillusionmnent with the 
effectiveness of the Con¬ 
servative government led 
many Britons to vote Liberal 
to avoid going with the Labor 
party. This left Heath with 2% 
seats against Labor’s 301. The 
Liberals managed to win 14 
seats with 24 going to various 
splinter groups. 

Heath’s decision to try to 
remain in power has come 
under increasing fire and the 
country’s worsening economic 
position makes the need for 
political decision urgent. 

The impasse may be 
resolved this week but the 
politicians will have a tough 
time ahead to sort out the 
muddle which the British 
voters have posed for them. 

The position isn’t the 
same as m Canada where 
agreement can be reached 
between two of the three 
relatively stable political 
parties. In Britian, in addition 
to the two major parties, 
which arc separated by only 
five seats, there are also 14 
Liberals, 11 Ulster Unionists, 
nine nationalists from 
Scotland and Wales, and three 
independents. 

Most of the small 
groupings are not well- 
disciplined political parties 
but are collections of in¬ 
dependent-minded characters 
who are determined to go 
their own way. 

★ ★ 

Their supporters in the 
country are usually hostile to 
any suggestion that they 
should join forces with other 
political parties. Another 
complication is that for either 
Tories or Labor to reach the 
318 parliamentary votes 
needed to form a majority 
they need the support of at 
least two of the smaller 
parties. 

Most voters would 
probably prefer a national 
government formed by the 
two major parties. This would 
provide the strongest and 
most stable government, but 
it is out of the question. Both 
Heath and Wilson actively 
dislike each other and the rift 
in policies is too wide to form 
any type of national program. 
And their rank and-file 
supporters would rebel if any 
such coalition was attempted. 

Another possibility is for 
Heath to remain in office with 


Jeremy Thorpe has spent 
several hours at 10 Downing 
Street discussing the 
possibility with Heath. 

Heath called for a vote of 
confidence when he decided to 
go to the voters. They refused 
to give it to him, and there are 
many Conservatives who have 
said they feel it is unsporting 
not to give Wilson a chance to 
form a government. 

The combined votes of 
Tories and Liberals amount to 
only 310, eight short of the 
necessary figure. So Heath 
will also need support from 
the 11 Ulster Unionists. 

Seasoned hardline Ulster 
politicians like Rev. Ian 
Paisley would demand a high 
price for their support, 
probably the abolition of the 
Council of Ireland. If Heath 
agreed to that, and this is 
unlikely, the Liberals would 
almost certainly withdraw 
their support from Heath. 

★ ★ 

So the chances for Heath 
to carry on his government 
seem to be diminishing. 

Some experts are talking 1 
about a more moderate, less 
Tory Conservative govern¬ 
ment led by Willian Whitelaw. 
But Whitelaw is loathed by the 
Northern Ireland MPs, 
although the move would 
appeal to the Liberals. 
Whitelaw was the man who 
abolished the Northern 
Ireland parliament. 

It seems probable Wilson 
will be summoned to 
Buckingham Palace and 
asked to form a government. 
There are obstacles to him 
forming a government with 
the help of other parties. 

Both the Scottish and 
Welsh groups are left-wing 
and would support most items 
in the Labor program but they 
want their own parliaments 
established. And the Labor 
party is more opposed to that 
than any other party. 

The Liberals consider 
themselves as radicals. They 
could support many Labor 
policies but no Liberal could 
join a government which is 
pledged to taking Britain out 
of the Common Market. 

Wilson, himself, has 
ruled out the possibility of 
any coalition or deals with 
other groups. 



'Worst air crash 1 
kills 344 people 


PARIS — In what has been 
described as ’the worst air 
disaster in history.’’ 344 
people were killed Sunday 
when a Turkish Airlines DC 10 
airbus crashed into a forest 
north of Paris. 

Witnesses said the plane 
was climbing normally within 
three minutes after taking off 
when suddenly it went down 
and crashed about 20 miles 
north of Paris. 

The explosion was so 
violent that even a black box. 
containing important flight 
data, was broken up. The 


crash killed nearly twice as 
many people as in any 
previous air disaster 

About 200 of the victims 
were British. Many had 
caught the plane from other 
parts of Europe because a 
strike by engineers had 
cancelled British Airways 
planes. 

The British rugby team did 
not fly on the plane because it 
had been fully booked up. 

A reporter who visited the . 
area said the crash site had 
the appearance of ‘‘an eerie 
metal field.’’ 


Kidnap silence 
still drags on 


In Amsterdam, a hijacked 
British airliner was in flames 
at the city's airport. The 102 
passengers and crew escaped 
unharmed. Two of the 
hijackers were wounded in a 
gun battle with police. They 
are in custody but two other 
hijackers escaped. • 

The DC 10 was seized early 
Sunday just after it took off 
from Beirut for London. The 
hijackers ordered the pilot to 
fly to Athens but Greek 
authorities refused the plane 
permission to land. 

It is believed that the 
hijackers are Palestinians. 
They want the release of two 
terrorists captured after a 
machine gun attack on Athens 
airport last year. 

After circling Athens they 
flew on to Amsterdam and 
ignored orders not to land. 
After the plane was on the 
ground, they set fire to it and 
shot it out with security for¬ 
ces.

Despite the long silence, 
which by Sunday Itad stret¬ 
ched to 10 days, a food han¬ 
dout program, as demanded 
by the Symbionese Liberation 
Army, continued. 

In the second round of 
handouts last week, $300,000 
worth of food was given to 
30.500 persons.

WASHINGTON — Seven 
former associates of 
President Richard Nixon, 
including H. R. Haldeman and 
John Ehrlichman, were in¬ 
dicted Friday by a grand jury 
on charges they tried to block 
the Watergate investigation. 

Also indicted were former 
attorney-general John Mit¬ 
chell, former White House 
special counsel Charles 
Colson, former assistant 
attorney-general Robert 
Mardian, former presidential 
aide Gordon Strachan, and 
Kenneth Parkinson, a lawyer 
for Nixon’s re-election finance 
committee. 

Ehrlichman was charged 
with one count of conspiracy 
to obstruct justice, one count 
of lying to FBI agents, and two 
counts of lying to the grand 
jury or the court. 

Haldeman faces one count 
of conspiracy to obstruct 
justice and three counts of 
perjury.

Meir resigns job 
after talks fail 

JERUSALEM—In a surprise move Sunday, Prime 
Minister Golda Meir of Israel declined to form a 
government and resigned. 

Her resignation comes after two months of intense 
political bargaining in an attempt to form an effective 
coalition. 

Israel’s president now has two alternatives—either 
to appoint another prime minister or to call another 
election. 


Mitchell is charged with one 
count of conspiracy to ob¬ 
struct justice, two counts of 
lying to a grand jury or court, 
one count of perjury and one 
count of lying to FBI agents.

Beaver loves Ontario 


Canada's national rodent is 
far more populous now than in 
the 16th and 17th centuries 
when Kuropeans first came to 
trap it, according to Milan 
Novak of the fur management 
branch of Ontario's ministry 
of natural resources. 

In fact, the beaver has found 
such ideal breeding conditions 
in Ontario that over¬ 
population has become a 
threat to the animal's 
existence, says Novak. 


"We have neither the 
trappers nor the technique to 
harvest the beaver 
adequately.” he said ‘Their 
population would not be 
depleted even if twice as 
many were taken.” 

I^xst year. 181,000 pelts of 
the tree-chewing rodent were 
sold in auctions in North Bay 
alone for as much as $65 or 
$70 each. 

Aerial photographs of 
beaver colonies show such 


expansion that they may soon 
be eating themselves out of 
house and home, Novak 
warned 

Breeding conditions are 
favorable because there is so 
much surface water available 
as the result of extensive 
logging and agricultural 
operations and forest fires, he 
said. 

The environmental change 
has been so marked that the 


entire Canadian Shield has 
become a prime beaver 
range. Their increased 
number is “having more 
impact on the shield than man 
ever will.” 

Novak said that unless the 
ministry undertakes to plant 
more poplar trees — the 
beaver’s primary food — the 
population might hit record 
lows in a few years because of 
starvation.

Death of a Salesman is apt 
to send home an audience that 
is thinking, perhaps for the 
first time in years, of its own 
individual dreams, aims and 
achievements in life. 

This was evident Friday at 
the opening performance of 
the play, brought to Victoria 
by Theatre New Brunswick. 
At the curtain, warm applause 
indicated approval of both 
play and performance, but 
most viewers seemed subdued 
and thoughtful on their way 
out. 

Willy Loman, the salesman, 
realizes he’s lost something 
vital in life — a life of 34 years 
spent on the road trying to pay 
for a house which by now is 
dwarfed by surrounding 
skyscrapers. 

His mind, and the play, 
flash back to the happy years 
of his sons' boyhood and his 
confident dreams of great 
success for them — only to 


discover that he has managed 
to destroy one son's set of 
values 

Arthur Miller's play is not a 
happv one. but today. 25 years 
after it was written and in¬ 
troduced in New York, it is 
still an important play. 

Skilfully portrayed by 
Henry Beckman. Willy Loman 
comes across the footlights 
most convincingly.

Despondency hung like a 
large black cloud over John 
Ponich even before the game 
began. 

The co-coach had watched 
what he and comrade Vic 
Coulter had considered a 
strong 19-man Fraser Valley 
Rep squad dwindle overnight 
to 13 players. 

Ponich used all his reserves 
and picked up a couple of 
extras but he was still left 
pacing the touchline ner¬ 
vously. one man short for 
Saturday’s McKechnie Cup 
rugby match against Victoria 
Crimson Tide.

Ponich said. All his reserves 
suddenly made the lineup and 
he brought all he could 
muster—a bare team of 15 
with no extras.

The match was a personal 
success for centre Jim 
(Whitey) Wenman, who 
showed great dash in scoring 
one try just after half time 
when the Tide had led 22-4, 
and then engineered the best 
try of the game when scrum- 
half Darryl Noulette dived 
over after about 12 Victoria 
players had handled the ball. 


Noulette provided the backs 
with a great service from the 
base of the scrum and Gillie 
Greig also had a fine game at 
standoff-half, constantly 
fooling opponents with 
dummy passes and a tricky 
sidestep. 

Wilke and speedy winger 
Tom Lippa scored the other 
Tide tries and full back Cliff 
Yorath was on form with his 
boot, kicking four penalty 
goals and three conversions 
for 18 of the points. Greig 
added a 40-yard drop goal. 
Fraser Valley’s points came 
from a try by scrum-half 
Byron Kemp and two penalty 
goals by winger Bruce 
Matheson. 

And so it will be a showdown 
in Vancouver April 6 between 
the Tide and powerful 
University of British 
Columbia Thunderbirds in the

Wings had another of their 
high-scoring games on Sun¬ 
day. and Philadelphia Flyers 
were handed the chance to get 
back into the Vezina Trophy 
race. 

The Wings, 7-3 winners over 
Toronto to start last week, 
bombed by 8-1 in Boston on 
Thursday night and 4-4 
against the Bruins Saturday 
night, got a 6-6 tie with the 
Hawks.

Aylward was born on a tarm 
“about 80 miles west of 
Saskatoon” and came to 
Victoria in 1949 while serving 
in the navy. Before coming to 
B.C., he coached boxing (“my 
sport”) and basketball while 
stationed at Cornwallis. 

His introduction to coaching 
of swimmers came at the 
Victoria YMCA while helping 
head-coach Archie McKinnon 
and assistant Bob Johnson. He

was also at the helm of several 
navy swim squads prior to 
retiring in 1967. 

“The navy was awfully good 
to me. Guys that I worked 
with helped me out... I never 
missed a workout or a swim 
meet,” said Aylward, who 
switched watches with other 
personnel to get the time off. 

‘‘They’re a good bunch of 
guys. If it wasn’t for them, I 
don’t think I could have done 
it.” 

Some of the swimmers 
under Aylward at the Y 
became outstanding at the 
national and international 
levels. They included Bob 
Wheaton, Cy Howe, Stan 
Cameron, Bruce Warburton, 
Vido Dunford and Eric 
Groffman. Wheaton went to 
the Olympic Games in Rome 
where he finished eighth in the 
backstroke. 

Would he do it all over 
again? 

“Oh, sure. Because I’d know 
w'hat was ahead of me.” 

“I had a lot of good times . 
a lot of good times with the 
kids,” added Aylward. 

‘‘I’ve only had problems 
with the parents. Never with 
the kids. But I think you’ll find 
that in any sport. 

‘‘Whether you’re coaching 
basketball, swimming or 
baseball, you have a whole 
flock of kids to be concerned 
with. You or I as parents only 
have one or two and we want 
the best for ours at the ex¬ 
pense of others — which is not 
quite right really 

“You’ve got to look at the 
overall picture. 

“When you have a workout, 
you can’t just do it for one kid. 
You’ve got to make it up for 40 
— all with different ages, 


sizes, abilities and 
categories,” he explained. 

Another problem revolves 
around his hours. Aylward 
had to be at the pool at 4:30 
a.m. and sometimes didn’t get 
home until 7 p.m. 

‘‘You don’t get much sleep,” 
he quipped. 

One innovation Aylward 
instituted prior to retiring 
concerned workouts. Some 
swimmers were just coming 
at night and Aylward brought 
in a rule that swimmers who 
didn’t show up for the morning 
practice couldn’t come at 
night. 


Aylward said times are 
already improving as a result 
and ‘‘it should show up in a 
year’s time. 

"The better you get, the 
more you’ve got to swim,” he 
said. 

Tony Keeler, who has 
coached Victoria Olympians 
for the past three years, has 
taken over the reins of the 
Cohoes. 

But Aylward’s presence will 
undoubtedly continue to be 
reflected in the performances 
of the youngsters who started 
out under his guidance.

than 200 articles from the 
quints' childhood. 

Like the nostalgia wave 
itself, a look back at the 1930s 
phenomenon that propelled 
Callander, Ont., into in¬ 
ternational prominence 
almost 40 years ago, is 
proving an offbeat success 
which Guignard finds 
pleasantly astonishing. 

His display on show at 
Mayfair mall is open to the 
public for silver collection 
after a 10-day engagement at 
Vancouver Home Show where 
some 13,000 people filed 
through. 

They see baby clothes, toys, 
pictures, furnishings — even 
the tiny eyedroppers used to 
feed the frail five from birth. 

“It’s amazing so many 
people come to see it — 40 
years later,” Guignard said.

Quints nostalgia big draw 


Many of them remember 
the birth and subsequent 
adulation of the pretty girls in 
rural Ontario. Now they don’t 
even have to leave town to see 
and touch the actual Dionne 
environment in Guignard’s 
trailer. 

The stuff includes Mama 
Dionne’s double bed, dresser 
and 550-pound cast iron kit 
chen range whose oven door 
supported the quints’ first 
incubator — a bushel basket. 

There is a steel hospital 
bassinette, knitted woollen 
soakers, bibs, communion 
dresses, miniature golf clubs, 
a set of building blocks, a 
hand-operated wooden 
washing machine, silverware, 
commemorative scrolls and 
plaques, five original oil 
paintings by St. Paul artist 
Andres Loomis — one of which 
became famous on calendars 
and showing the quints in 
nursery school. 

“Everything I have is 
priceless,’’ Guignard said. 
But the trailer and contents he 
describes as a “$50,000 in¬ 
vestment.” 

The artifacts are his, solely, 
purchased from Oliva Dionne 
and his wife Elzire, who at the 
age of 24 gave birth to the 
world’s first surviving 
quintuplets, May 28, 1934, in a 
log cabin 10 miles from North 
Bay. 

Mrs. Dionne had kept many 
of the things in mothballs, as 
any mother would treasure 
tiny playthings, locks of hair 
and trinkets of the 
irretrievable past. 

They are the genuine toys, 
clothing and books that 
belonged to Yvonne, Cecile, 
Annette, Emilie and Marie —

family, tried to get their hands 
on items which in other 
households would long since 
have been broken, thrown out 


as useless junk or simply 
ignored in an attic. How did 
Guignard, a former car 
dealer, come into possession? 


“It took me about seven 
years to talk her into letting 
me have the hair,” he said, 
referring to five, 12-inch plaits 
lianging in the display trailer. 
That was a coup. 

By comparison, it took only 
half that time to convince 
Mrs. Dionne initially the relics 
should be put on public 
display. 

"I finally convinced her 
they should be in a museum. 
She was worried they might 
be thrown out when she dies," 
Guignard said. 

“I bought everything 
personally. She took con¬ 
fidence in me that everything 
won’t spread all over the 
place, that it would stay in the 
museum." 

What will happen to the 
collection when Guignard 
dies? 

“It goes to my son,” he said.

Guignard has turned down 
substantial offers from the 
U.S.; Americans have been 
after the Dionne artifacts for 
years, always conscious of 
their curiosity-commercial 
value.

The arguments over alleged 
government interference 
with the B.C. Egg Marketing 
Board, which occupied the 
B.C. legislature all of last 
week, ended at least tem¬ 
porarily when the government 
defeated a non-confidence 
motion. 

The motion to reduce 
Agricultural Minister Dave 
Stupich's salary by $1 was 
made by Liberal leader David 
Anderson as the culmination 
of the controversy surroun¬ 
ding alleged interference by 
Premier Barrett and Stupich 
with the board 

For five days the Opposition 
hammered Stupich for having 
allowed the premier to apply 
"strong-arm tactics” in his 
dealings with the marketing 
board 

The assault finally fizzled 
out when the House convened 
again Friday afternoon 
following a 10-minute recess. 

The non-confidence motion 
was defeated by a 26-to-14 vote 
with all three opposition 
parties in favor. 

At the end of the debate, 
there were repeated charges 
that the situation bore strong 
resemblances to Watergate. 

The only opposition member 
who spoke up for Stupich was 
Tory Leader Scott Wallace 
although he, too, voted in 
favor of the non-confidence 
motion. 

He told the legislature that 
Stupich had, in his opinion 
"erred,” but had had good 
intentions. 

If Premier Barrett hadn’t 
interfered with Stupich's 


attempts to sort out the egg 
marketing mess. Stupich 
might even have been able to 
do some good, Wallace said. 

"I impute honorable 
motives to the minister.” 

The egg controversy is 
centred around attempts by 
Interior producers to get 
representation on the 
marketing board and a larger 
share of the total production 
quota. The board is dominated 
by lower mainland producers 
who also have the biggest 
share of the quotas. 

The result is that Interior 
producers are not allowed to 
provide even their own 
markets with enough eggs. 

In an attempt to settle the 
differences between Interior 
producers and the marketing 
board, Stupich and the 
premier had several meetings 
with lower mainland 
producers. 

Those meetings took place 
about a year and a half ago 
and former members of the 
marketing board have now 
accused Barrett of pressuring 
them into agreements with 
Interior producers, 
agreements they didn’t really 
want. 

In support of their claims, 
the marketing board mem¬ 
bers have filed sworn af¬ 
fidavits. 

Following five days of 
grilling by the opposition, 
Stupich Was finally let off the 
hook, but another debate on 
the issue is expected when the 
premier’s estimates are 
discussed sometime this 
week.

Tax revision 
marathon ends 


Saanich court of revision for 
1974 property assessments 
completed a record-setting 
series of sittings last week 
with one hour to spare before 
midnight Feb. 28 deadline. 

"It was a real marathon. We 
went almost around the 
clock,” said municipal 
assessor Bill Craven, 
referring to the final day of 
appeals 

Almost swamped with the 
sheer volume of assessment 
appeals and hampered by lack 
of staff, Craven managed to 
deal it with 431 letters of 
appeal involving 750 separate 
parcels of land. 

About two-thirds of the total 
were upheld by the court, a 
higher than usual average 

Court rules 
in favor 
of adoption 

VANCOUVEK-A non- 
Indian couple has been given 
the right to adopt a six-year- 
old Indian child in a B.C. 
Court of Appeal decision 
which overturned a county 
court ruling. 

In a judgment written by 
Chief Justice John Farris, the 
appeal court granted a court 
adoption order, saying the 
adoption will not deprive the 
Indian boy of his status or 
rights under the federal In¬ 
dian Act. 

The county court judge had 
turned down the adoption 
application, saying that the 
B.C. Adoption Act does not 
apply to Indians and the child 
would lose his Indian status 
upon adoption 

The child has been in care of 
the non-Indian couple, whose 
name was not released, for 
five years. 


even (hough the actual 
number of appeals was ab¬ 
normally high due to a lifting 
of the ceiling on assessment 
increases for undeveloped 
residential land. 

The court sat for three 
evenings and three Saturdays 
during the month, with most 
days running from 9 a m. to 6 
p.m. compared with 10 a.m. to 
1 p.m. in previous years. 

Most appeals were from 
School District 61, a total of 
245, with the balance of 186 
from district 63. Saanich is the 
only municipality in B.C. 
embracing two school 
districts, which form the basis 
of assessment. 

Most appeals were based on 
the fact that owners predict 
substantial tax increases, 
assuming no reduction in the 
mill rate which will be set in 
April. 

Craven said few appellants 
argued improper valuation, 
which is usually the most 
valid claim for a reduction. 

Those who wish to appeal 
assessments further may 
appear before the provincial 
board of appeal, which 
requires a $5 fee for the first 
parcel and $2 each for sub¬ 
sequent parcels being ap¬ 
pealed. Deadline for these 
actions is within 10 days of 
receiving official notice of 
rejection from the court of 
revision. 

A minority of appellants 
were those with land held for 
retirement purposes where no 
development had taken place. 
This land was treated as any 
potential residential land, 
possibly held by subdividers 
and speculators, with the 
result that small owners are 
trapped into paying higher 
taxes until they actually build. 

"I don’t see why they should 
be penalized,” Craven said. 
"That is a harmful side effect 
of this legislation.” 


The old leadership of the 
Canadian Labor Congress

from the administration or the 
medical staff of this hospital." 

The doctors urge their own 
hospital board to seek proper 
representation from the 
regional hospital board. 

The medical staff has been 
pressing regional authorities 
for 10 years to establish 
hospital roles and get on with 
much-needed renovation of 
Victoria General, the motion 
says. 

"It is inconceivable how the 
regional board has failed to 
reach any decision after this 
great length of time."

—Permit a municipality to 
make cash grants to property 
owners or lessees for the 
“renovation, restoration or 
maintenance” of their 
buildings. 

Victoria also wants to see 
clarification of the whole 
processing machinery for 
heritage bylaws, specifically 
with regard to public hearings 
where affected property 
owners could have their say. 

Meanwhile, despite earlier 
misgivings as to the city’s 
financial liability in such 


cases, council has given first 
three readings to a bylaw 
which designates 13 historic 
commercial buildings on 
Wharf Street as heritage 
structures. 

It has also decided to ask the 
provincial government's 
Historic Sites Advisory Board 
for a $35,000 research grant to 
further the work of Victoria’s 
Heritage Advisory Committee 
under Aid. Sam Bawlf. 

The committee told council 
it needs funds for a “detailed 
study of heritage enabling 
legislation and assistance 
programs to encourage 
private conservation and 
restoration, as well as a 
comprehensive building in¬ 
ventory.”

Hospital forced 
to pay increase 


Victoria General Hospital 
was one of the few hospital 
managements in B.C. to reject 
a new collective agreement 
giving provincial hospital 
employees a 20-per cent pay 
boost over two years. 

But the hospital will still 
have to pay its 550 union 
members the 20 per cent raise 
because its acceptance by 80 
per cent of all B.C. hospital 
means the agreement is 
binding throughout the 
province. 

News of VGH manage¬ 
ment’s initial refusal of the 
new contract at a January 
board meeting was kept 
secret for fear it would harm 
employer-employee rela¬ 
tionships at the hospital. 

Voting against the 
agreement, dubbed highly 
inflationary by some board 
members, was 5-4 at the 
meeting. 

The agreement that was 
rejected in January was 
rubber-stamped at the 
February meeting. 


VGH board member and 
Victoria Labor Council 
secretary Larry Ryan—who 
had favored the agreement all 
along—commented: ‘‘We 

were losers in that motion (the 
earlier % vote against the 
agreement) and winners 
tonight.” 

The new provincial 
agreement, worked out bet¬ 
ween the 11 .duu-iiiembei B.C. 
Hospital Employees’ Union 
and B.C. Hospitals' 
Association, includes a cost of 
living allowance and means a 
$701 minimum monthly salary 
for union members. 

Union locals across the 
province voted over¬ 
whelmingly to ratify the new 
contract 

Hospital managements 
gave their approval last 
month by an 80 per cent vote, 
nearly 15 per cent more than 
the two-thirds majority 
required to make the 
agreement binding on all B.C. 
hospitals. 


Victoria provincial court alter 
the introduction of Autoplan at 
midnight Thursday caused the 
presiding judge to remark 
that this was one area where 
the law had not changed. 

Judge Edmond Jorre de St. 
Jorre said the no-insurance 
law did not need to be 
amended because it simply 
prohibited driving without 
valid insurance and did not 
differentiate between the old 
privately-obtained policy and 
the new provincial one. 

Robert John Belcher. 24. of 
28% Inez, pleaded guilty to the 
charge laid by Victoria police 
after he was stopped at about 
8:30 am. Friday on 
Esquimalt road while driving 
a car without a new licence- 
plate decal. 

Belcher said he had no car 
and was using a friend’s 
vehicle. He said he had 
“worked 29 days in a row. I 
wasn’t thinking . . it didn’t 
dawn on me that it was March 
the first . and my friend 
didn’t realize it, either.” 

St. Jorre fined him the 
minimum of $250. 

Outside court, traffic police 
in Victoria and other depart¬ 


ments indicated no special 
crackdown was planned on 
drivers whose cars lacked 
decals or Autoplan coverage. 
One traffic chief said “we will 
just have regular en¬ 
forcement.” 

One of the first claimants 
under Autoplan was an In¬ 
surance corporation of B.C. 
(ICBC) assessor in Kamloops 

Kamloops claims centre 


manager Jim Craig was 
driving to work early Friday 
morning when he stopped to 
help drivers of two cars in¬ 
volved in an accident. 

One of the drivers was G. B. 
Stephens, an Autoplan 
assessor who was driving an 
ICBC vehicle. 

‘‘We will give ourselves 
good service,” Craig said. 

In *he Victoria area, police 


spot-checked for cars without 
the insurance decals. A 
number of drivers were 
ticketed, but police said 
Sunday they hadn’t tabulated 
the exact figures. 

In Vancouver, ICBC vice- 
president and general 


manager Norman Bortnick 
said there was never any 
doubt in his mind that 
Autoplan would become a 
reality. 

B.C. motorists have been 
very co-operative, Bortnick 
said, and he added that 


Autoplan agents and the 
Motor Vehicles Branch had 
done a good job. 

Government auto insurance 
was promised by the New 
Democratic Party as part of 
its successful # 1972 election 
campaign.
